Good  citizens  must  have  integrity 
and  pass  it  on  to  the  classroom  by 
living  examples. 

In  conclusion,  Mr.  Turner  point¬ 
ed  out  that  we  hope  the  night  ot 
confusion  is  passing  and  that  the 
teachers  and  schools  will  be  the 
hope  for  'Tomorrow  by  using  the 
“keys”  and  giving  the  best  al¬ 
ways.
